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ORAL HISTORY IN THE COLLECTIONS OF 


THE LENNOX AND ADDINGTON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Lennox and Addington Historical Society initiated an 
on-going oral history project in 1958. The President of the 
Society, Judge G.F. Smith, made every effort to ensure that 
the project had a good start. The Judge's papers show that, 
during 1958, he sought professional advice on approach, 
technical equipment and storage from G.W. Spragge (Archivist 
of Ontario), from the Ford Foundation (Dearborn, Michigan) 
and from other knowledgable institutions. 

The first interviews were conducted on November 11, 1958 with 
press coverage and general positive response from the 
community. A large, reel-type recorder was used by the 
Society from 1958 until 1970, by which time it had been 
replaced with a cassettee recorder. 

The first phase of the project lasted from 1958 until 1962, 
when, under the direction of the Judge, a number of careful 
interviews with senior citizens were made. Between 1963 and 
1971 interest in the project wained. During this period, the 
rennovation of Macpherson House consumed the Society's time. 

The second phase of the project lasted from 1971-1982. 

The Society again undertook the gathering of oral history, 
but this time using a cassette recorder. Interviews with 
seniors were taken by a variety of interviewers with varying 
success. The portability of the tape recorder was both an 
asset and a liability. (Some of the recordings were made in 
automobiles, or at meetings, where background noise was a 
problem.) 

During this period, the Society also recorded guest 
speakers. Some of these speakers were "old-timers" and their 
tapes closely resemble the interviews. Others, however, were 
historical professionals. No attempt was made to resolve 
possible copyright problems. 
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At the close of this period, in 1982, it was realized that 
the Society had fallen behind developments in oral history 
and concern was expressed about the security of the tapes. 

As a result, a keen volunteer, Mr. Ernie Boyce, copied many 
of the old spool tapes onto cassettes. Judge Smith arranged 
for Doris Connolly to transcribe some of the interviews in 
order to make them more accessible for users. 

The last phase covers the year 1983. During this year, in a 
rush of renewed enthusiasm, a number of new interviews were 
recorded. Unfortunately, central control of the project was 
not maintained. Use of the equipment was not rehersed, with 
the result that some of the interviews are fresh and crisp; 
some barely audible. Voices of unidentified onlookers 
sometimes dominated the interview. Background noise caused 
problems. Opportunities to elaborate on interesting 
experiences of the subject were unfortunately interrupted in 
order to pursue a rigid line of questionning. 

In addition, care was not taken to open the interview with 
date, place and names of those participating. Paper records 
were not kept and the outside of the cassettes poorly 
labelled. This is disappointing, in view of the quality of 
the earlier interviews. Nevertheless, much interesting 
information was garnered and saved. 

There has been little work done on oral history in Lennox and 
Addington since 1983. Jennifer Bunting and Gill Markland 
indexed some of the paper transcripts in 1987 in order to 
facilitate reference. The present project has done little 
more than number and organize the tapes and transcripts to 
obtain better control of the material. 

Mention should be made of one, very fine accession. In 1982, 
a research team led by Queen's student, Cathy Wilson compiled 
an Oral History of Amherst Island. The completed project was 
presented to the Lennox and Addington County Museum by Miss 
Wilson, and is a superb addition to the Museum's archival 
holdings.

Hazel VanAlstyne was a descendant of James VanAlstyne, the 
Loyalist. She was born in Napanee, lived at 166 Centre 
Street and attended West Ward School and the old Napanee 
Collegiate Institute. She became a teacher, and by saving 
part of her teaching salary, was able to pay her own way to 
Queen's, where she graduated with a Bachelor's Degree. She 
returned to teaching and soon rose to the rank of school 
principal, but the death of her father in 1935 ended her 
career as she was needed in Napanee to care for her mother. 

Miss VanAlstyne was an active member of the Historical 
Society and in 1955, when the Society opened a museum in the 
Memorial Building, she became the first curator. In the 
interview, she shares her memories of school days, and this 
interview conveys a good picture of Napanee life in the early 
days of the 20th century.

Judge Smith opened the interview by giving a summary of the 
events of what is now remembered as "The Ponton Trial", the 
1908 trial of William Hamilton Ponton for the robbery of the 
Dominion Bank, Napanee. The trial excited public attention, 
and a great crowd assembled in the town, prompting the 
reading of the Riot Act. After concluding his introduction. 
Judge Smith introduced George T. Walters, who was born in 
Napanee in 1881 and was present when the Riot Act was read. 
George Walters had a number of newspaper clippings concerning 
the event which he read to the audience, as well as giving 
his own impressions. When Mr. Walters was finished, Betty 
Smith presented her memories of the opinion of her father 
concerning the Ponton Trial. Her father, William C. Smith, 
was a Napanee jeweller, and a witness at the trial, who gave 
evidence in contradiction of the expert evidence of other 
1ocksmiths. 

Judge Smith subsequently wrote a paper on the Ponton Trial, 
which was published in Papers and Records of the Lennox and 
Addington Historical Society.
